contra players — those who sold 
arms to Iran and supplied arms to 
the Nicaraguan contra rebels. 
George’s first trial last summer 
ended with a hung jury. 

The new jury includes a postal 
clerk, a billing manager, a diesel me- 
chanic, a telephone company techni- 
cian and an air traffic control special- 
ist. The others are a Justice Depart- 
ment specialist on expert witnesses, 
a microfilm clerk, a printing special- 
ist, an unemployed sales represent- 
ative, a bill collections specialist, a 
communications clerk and a public 
school teacher. 
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
